REMARKS 

Reconsideration and allowance of the above-identified application are 
respectfully requested. Subject to the entry of the amendments to the claims, 
claims 1-6 will be pending, wherein claim 4 has been amended and claim 7 has 
been canceled. Entry of the amendment to claim 4 is appropriate in the period 
after a final rejection because the amendment merely incorporates the elements 
of allowable claim 7 into claim 4, and does not raise new issues which would 
require further search or examination. 

Claims 4-6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Applicants' alleged admitted prior art in view of U.S. Patent Application 
Publication No. 2003/0179320 to Kim ("Kim"). Claim 4 has been amended to 
include the subject matter of claim 7, which as indicated in paragraph 4 of the 
Office Action includes allowable subject matter. Accordingly, it is respectfully 
submitted that claim 4 is now patentably distinguishable over the combination of 
Applicants' alleged admitted prior art and Kim. 

Claims 1-6 are now in condition for allowance, and accordingly, notice to 
this effect is earnestly solicited.
